The clause providing for indemnity 
for the destruction of the German 
fleet at Scapa How has been modi­ 
fied so as to refer to the Hague 
Tribunal the Question of whether 
the delivery of the courtage demand­ 
ed by the allies will cripple Ger­ 
many" it is understood. 
The final paragraph of the proto­ 
col providing that even after the 
peace treaty has gone into effect 
the allies might use military meas­ 
ures to secure the execution of the 
treaty’s terms has been eliminated 
entirely, as has also the clause re­ 
lating to the evacuation oi the Baltic 
provinces by German troops. 
The understanding also is that 
the other features of the protocol 
objectionable to the Germans have 
been eliminated. It is expected that 
the Germans will sign the protocol 
without further delay today.

set new high records in the spin­ 
ning industry of Japan and even 
threaten to exceed the record figure 
in the world’s market. The present 
quotations, if left unmodified, will 
soon tell on the welfare of the 
Japanese public 
who are already 
suffering from the advance price of 
cotton piece goods. 
The 
government 
is 
taking 
the 
situation seriously and recently des­ 
patched officials to Osaka, the most 
important center of spinning indus­ 
try, to investigate the cause of the 
recent advance and to recommend 
measures for regulating prices. But 
the measures taken by the govern­ 
ment so far have had no effect and 
quotations are still advancing. 
The current prices have reached 
such a figure that weavers can de­ 
rive a large margin of profits bv 
manufacturing 
textile 
fabris 
with 
cotton yarns .mported from abroad. 
One large weaving concern in Osaka 
has already ordered large quantities 
of fine yarns from the United States 
and thick yarns from China. This is 
the first importation of foreign cot­ 
ton yarns by Japanese spinning con­ 
cerns.

PRESSBURG, Slovakia, Dec. 7.—» 
Nowhere else in Europe exists such 
a sharp contrast in food conditions 
as between this place and Vienna. 
While the great city fifty miles 
away goes hungry and meatless day 
follows meatless day, here is food 
in abundance and cheap. There were 
six meats on the dinner card of a 
hotel here today and every winter 
vegetable the climate affords. Whip­ 
ped cream, butter and cheese, fresh 
eggs, white sugar and pastry are to 
be had in every restaurant. 
The 
hotels are steam heated and smoke 
issues from every chimney. 
This was the rich hinterland ef 
Vienna before the disruption and 
poured the products of its fertile 
fields into the capital. Now a new 
political 
boundary 
intervenes and 
not one pound of supplies may pass 
into Austria. The cars of the broad 
guage electric line may not cross 
the 
frontier. 
Passengers 
descend 
at the border and walk several hun­ 
dred yards to another car and soldier 
guards at both the Austrian and 
Szecho-Slovakian sides search every­ 
one carefully. Passport* are examin­ 
ed as if war prevailed. 
A business man of this city ad­ 
mitted to the correspondent that the 
region could export food in appre­ 
ciable quantities as w’ell as large 
quantities 
of 
firewood.

Austrian crown is so cheap and gov­ 
ernment regulations against sending 
food frbm the country so rigid that 
no negotiations seem possible.

Holland's Magazine— Drives have become a daily burden. 
There are drives by day and drives by night, big drives and 
little drives, local drives and national drives, drives for every 
conceivable purpose. 
Many of them aim high. 
Most of 
them are backed by a valid cause; but, whatever their mo­ 
tive. drives have become oppressive in their indefinite mul­ 
tiplication. 
Constant agitation for this thing and that has put the 
American people on edge and robbed them of confidence. 
They are as tense as nerves before forceps. 
There are too 
many projects in the air; too many propagandists calling 
attention to their wares; too many theories looping the loop; 
too many hobby-horses clattering down Pennsylvania Ave­ 
nue. 
When society itself is threatened, along with the form 
of government that we have sworn to maintain, it is worse 
than folly to scatter thought. 
The one ambition of the Amer­ 
ican people at this time ought to be America. 
No particular drive is contemplated in this editorial. You 
can count five or six without budging, and can single out 
some cause that you will be called upon to help, notwith­ 
standing the fact that you do not want to help, and cannot 
afford to help, that special movement.

The field of government activity 
constantly enlarges. Many of these 
extensions are absolutely necessary. 
When people drove horses, little or 
no road regulating was called for. 
Now most of the states maintain 
large departments of people to Ii 
cense automobiles and their oper­ 
ators and control this traffic. The 
assessing

federal income tax is another new 
function requiring costly machinery. 
These are only two of many new 
fields of government activity. 
The 
cost to the public is great and in­ 
cludes not merely the force of gov­ 
ernment departments, but the time 
it takes business concerns to make 
their reports and deal 
with 
the 
government. 
Some people thing that eventual­ 
ly no one will be allowed to enter 
busless or even take a job without 
being 
licensed. 
They 
foresee 
an 
army of inspectors, mostly politi­ 
cians in need of a lob, who will 
swarm over the country investigating 
everybody. 
Thia is an extreme view of course, 
and while the public feels that many 
practices of modem life do need 
control yet the government and the 
states should go a little slow in thia 
direction. The 
cost of regulation 
and the benefits accruing should 
be closely figured out before enter­ 
ing into new fields of inspection and 
supervision, that may not be at all 
necessary or beneficial to the people
